•w ere not seeking to embroil their na- 
tion in war, but "won't shrink from 
at if it should become the last means 
of- -securing German independence 
an<5 social freedom.'

WOULD SEIZE'WEALTH 


After Strassar's address the Fas- 


cists introduced a nlotion in the 
Reichstag demanding "expropriation 
without" indemnification" 
for the 


benefit of the German peoples of the 
entire capital of bank and boerse 
magnates, of the east European Jevks 
and others of foreign race who had 
immigrated to Germany since Aug. 
1, 1914. To make the motion more 
sweeping, it was extended to the 
families of relatives of these and 
to moneys invested and increased 
since that date through war, revolu- 
tion, inflation, deflation and profi- 
teering." 


The motion also demanded »that 


tiie government take over immedi- 
ately all big banks, including the 
Reichsbank. 


The Communist Wilheim Pieck, 


used the forum chiefly lor a tirade 
against, metal manufacturers but he 
also delivered a bitter attack against 
the government, while his colleagues 
cried "Red Front!"

gard to prohibition was based, re- 
asserted its conviction that the Vol- 
stead act, has not promoted true 
temperance 
and that social evils 


which it said have followed failure 
of the enforcement of the Volstead 
act confirmed the position of the fed- 
eration in favor of modification to 
permit 2.75 beer. 


"The 
executive council wishes to 


state dearly," the report said, "that 
it is in no way demanding the repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment . , . 
We stated in our declaration In 1923, 
which declaration was endorsed by 
the delegations in the convention by 
a practically unanimous vote, that 
'it 's our contention that the eigh- 
teenth amendment, under a reason- 
able and proper legislative interpre- 
tation, would 
be beneficial to our 


country and have the support of a 
great majority of our people." 


"We' are of the 
firm conviction 


that the Volstead 
act could 
T>2 


amended without violating the pnn i- 
sions of the eighteenth amendment. 
Such an amendment would provide 
for the 'manufacture 
of beer con- 


taining 2.75 alcohol by weight, and 
as a result we are of the opinion 
that temperance would be promoted 
and the demoralizing and destructive 
effects whicli 
follow the excessive 


use of intoxicating liquors purchased 
and manufactured illegally would be 
reduced to a minimum."

Bureau of Mines and to Carnegie 
Institute of Technology, where to- 
dav's, meeting was held. 


Two detectors catch the "shiver" 


which runs through iron-manganese 
at even slight changes in room tem- 
perature.

tive action of atoms 
rearranging 


themselves to produce th'e well 
known expansion or contraction.

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WHIPPING POST WON'T HELP 
Mr. Wickersham's suggestion that 


the whipping post be revived for use 
in the war against gangsters and rac- 
keteers may have its points, but it re- 
minds one of the old recipe for making 
rabbit pie. That recipe, as you prob- 
ably remember, began with the admon- 
ition, "First catch your rabbit." Be- 
fore you can whip a gangster you 
have to catch him; and catching gang- 
sters is not exactly pttr long suit in 
America. Indeed, Mr. Wickersham's 
proposal is somehow very discouraging. 
It seems to represent a harking back 
to the belief that savage severity to 
convicted criminals represents society's 
best hope in its war on the underworld. 


At the present moment two cities 


stand out as gang-ruled communities. 
One is New York and the other is Chi- 
cago. Each city has a large and ener- 
getic police force whose members are 
able and willing to get rough with un- 
derworldlings whenever they get a 
chance. In each* city the penalty for 
first degree murder is electrocution. 
New York, in addition, has the Baumes 
law, which makes a life term in prison 
mandatory for any fourth offender. Yet 
each city seems to be literally helpless 
in dealing with its gang problem. 


This helplessness does not come be- 


cause the laws providing for the pun- 
ishment of convicted criminals are too 
lax^ It does not come because gang- 
sters are not afraid of the consequences 
that will come if they are found guilty 
o£ crimes. It comes because the gang- 
sters in each city are justifiably confi- 
dent that they will not be caught at 
all, no matter what they do—and be- 


; cause, in addition, they know that if 


they are caught they can probably beat 
the rap. 
' 
Suppose this flogging.business were 


adopted; what would happen? Would 


, the gangsters—the really dangerous, 


murderous representatives of organized 
crime—be the ones to suffer? They 
would not. They would go their way 
as freely as they do now, and the whip- 
ping post would claim the unimportant 
crooks, the desperate wanderers driven 
to a. sudden venture in-crime by pov- 
erty and hunger. The Capones and 
Diamonds would go on about their 
business without a qualm. 


It would be pleasant to think that 


the whole thing could be settled just 
by being more savage. But it can't. 
Before large American cities can han- 
dle their gangs decently there will have 
to be a drastic revision of courts, of 
politics and of civic morality. Setting 
up a whipping- post will not break the 
alliance between politics and crime. It 
will not put the crooked police court 
attache out of business. It will not 
stop the practice of selling judgeships. 
It will not drive the unscrupulous law- 
yer out of "business. 


The whole thing, in short, is a prob- 


lem far too deep and fundamental to 
be solved in any off-hand manner. It 
is rather disappointing to find a man 
of Wickersham's intelligence offering- 
such a solution.

On Oct. ,17,- 1777, the turning point in the 


American Revolution was reached when General 
Burgoyne surrendered with about 5,000 men to 
the American general Gates at Saratoga, N. T. 


Burgoyne landed in America early in the year 


and was placed in command of a powerful expe- 
dition of 10.000 men with orders to penetrate 
into New Tork state from Canada and then 
march south to join General Howes* forces, so as 
to divide the American confederacy in half. 


Burgoyne captured Ticonderoga on July 6, "but 


on Aug. IS, a detachment ofrJBis army was almost 
annihilated.' Then, after two decisive defeats at 
Stillwater, he surrendered to Gates. Washington 
permitted^ Burgoyne to return to England, but 
the king refused to see him, 


Burgoyne went over to the Opposition party 


and resigned his appointments, but on a- change 
of ministry at the close of the Revolution he 
was appointed commander in chief in Ireland.

HEALTH EDUCATION 


A great city recently sponsored a 


"Health and Education Exposition," 
in the municipal convention hall. A 
feature of the 
exposition was a, 


"health house," full size, containing 
all the usual rooms and equipment, 
including, of course, a "sanitary" 
kitchen. The city's health 
depart- 


ment distributed publicity matter for 
the show, and called particular atten- 
tion to this ideal house which was 
built, the health department naively 
said, with one idea^in view—health. 


To which I say applesauce. 
Of course electric washing 
ma- 


chines and similar modern labor sav- 
ing devices are fine, but it is ridicu- 
lous for a nealth authority to lend 
his own name or the influence of his 
office to the promotion of" sales for 
such devices. In fact it is to my 
mind deplorable that a public health 
althority should foist upon the people 
such an exhibit, or even to stand 
sponsor for it. 


To begin with, the very sugges- 


tion of a "sanitary" kitchen or a 
"sanitary" bathroom, is a cheap trick 
and any honest health authority 
knows it is. There is no reason why 
such equipment, beautiful or conven- 
ient though it may be,~ should have 
the approval ofva health officer more 
than ordinary kitchen or bathroom 
equipment. I contend that a health 
officer to be exploited by the makers 
or marketers of any such merchan- 
dise is a questionable man for the 
job. 


These days of big money the 


healtlf officer is not well paid for his 
job. This is a disgrace to the Amer- 
ican standard of government, of 
course.' But there it is. We' do a lot 
of imposing talking about the great 
importance of health, but from pres- 
ident down we do this fine talking 
with tongue in cheek, for we don't 
mean it at alL The doctor who enters 
the health or sanitation field goes in 
with his eyes open. He knows the 
emoluments ate poor, even in --the 
highest attainable places. It is de- 
plorable that his office, his official 
influence, is so often purchasable, di- 
rectly or indirectly, by a commercial 
interest. 


Too many doctors engaged in pub- 


lic health work eke out a living by 
accepting subsidies, retainers, fees, 
grants or private endowments of one 
kind or another, of course, for favor, 
influence or actual approval or rec- 
ommendation of that which makes 
the money to pay the doctor. I could 
cite plenty of specific instances of 
the way this racket works, and it: 
works in high places, too. Kot that; 
I am unlike tie general run of: 
health authorities—not at all, I'm al- 
ways open to engagement. I am ju^t 
reminding' the reader of the simple 
truth: icu've cot to beware of the 
: 


teachings of public health authorities 
today. The mercenary factor is ram- 
pant in health education- Those true 
scientists. 
educators, professional 


leaders -whose opinions cannot be 
bought are comparatively quiet and 
unheard; while those whose ideas, if 
not inspired by do-ugh are at least 
tinged br a suitable appropriation, 
come in for an excess amount of 
publicity. Thus the layman yets th" 
slant the sreat manufacturers and 
merchants wish Mm to hare.

Favors Special Hospitals 


For Fight Against Cancer 


Philadelphia—W)—The creation of 


five or six great Institutions at stra- 
tegic points throughout tho country 
to bo devoted to tho fight against 
cancer was recommended Thursday 
by Dr. James Ewing of the New 
York Skin and Cancer hospital, at a 
round table conference at the clin- 
ical congress of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons. 


Dr. Ewlng said the 
Institutions 


would cost about ?10,000,000 each 
and that one or two of them should 
be government owned and the others 
privately owned. He expressed tl.e 
opinion that until such steps are tak- 
en It would be almost Impossible to 
control cancer because tho study of 
tho disease was such a tremendous 
undertaking as to demand group 
study. 


"Cancer cannot be controlled by in- 


dividuals," he said. "Diagnosis de- 
mands expensive experience gained 
only through experiment. 


"The proposed Institutions should 


have three functions. First, service 
to tho patient, diagnosis and treat- 
ment: second, they should be centers 
for dissemination of cancer know- 


ledge to the public and the training 
of cancer specialists; and third, re- 
search, tho most Important and most 
expensive function. 


"Cancer used to be considered 


purely a surgical problem, but with. 
the growth of radiology and labora- 
tory diagnosis the ordinary surgeon 
Is no longer competent to combat it 
alone. The subject is so extensive 
and complicated that the fields .are 
beyond the capabilities of thf» unat- 
tached Institution or surgeon." 


Dr. Rupert H. Fike- of Atlanta, 


said that "operating purely upon op- 
erable cases by unattached physi- 
cians is an Inslduous evil and the 
greatest advance in cancer can be 
achieved by the college of surgeons 
in discouraging unattached surgeons 
from operating on cases that are 
only made worse by operations." 


The recommendation of Dr. Ewlns 


for five or six large cancer institu- 
tions was commended by Dr. Ernest 
II. Laland of Boston, a member of 
the 
staff 
of the state-controlled 


Monnvllle hospital for exclusive cara 
of cancer cases.

This was 
before tho heavy slump in South 
American loans took place but it In- 
cluded several weeks of heavy liqui- 
dation In Gorman Issues.

On Sept. 26, 1905, A. H. Krugmei- 


er, vrlio was then district attorney, 
was called to Kaukauna to investi- 
gate. 
Mr. Krugmeier's investiga- 


tion led to the arrest of Kabot on 
a charge of kidnapping. Official In 
vestigation of his .story of McCar- 
thy's disappearance led to the same 
confusing results as-, did the private 
investigations. 


Kabat was taken to the county 


jail where he refused to talk except 
to claim he had bought the farm 
from McCarthy and that McCarthy 
had left for parts unknown.. He 
claimed :he, didn't know where Mc- 
Carthy had gone. He was arrested 
on. complaint of Charles McCarthy, 
father of the missing, man, and hear- 
ing was set for Oct: 2, 1906 before 
Justice N. P. Schwin 'at .Kaukauna. 
He was held at the county jail un- 
der ' $1,200 bond. 
- In the meantime -• the search for 
McCarthy continued; Many 'people 
were of the opinion that McCarthy

This resulted in the filing of a 


murder charge against Kabat and a 
rush of curious spectators to the 
farm to look for some bones and to 
see the spot where it was believed 
McCarthy had "been murdered and 
then .burned.

Thousands of people flocked: to 


the. McCarthy farm. The street carp: 
were crowded and the road-to -the 
farm was filled .with horse drawn 
vehicles of every description hauling,' 
men; women and children.

9, 1905, Anton BJeth, Kaukauna, 
found a "blood smeared.* saw and axe 
which evidently . had • been hidden

The late 
Marshall Conlon, then chief of police 
at Kaukauna, was active with Mr. 
Krugmeier, Mr. Eyan, Sheriff Koch 
and others in weaving the chain of 
circumstantial evidence which later 
led to Kabat's imprisonment for life.

friends of McCarthy's mingling, lined 
the streets to Justice Schwin's office.

A Green 
Bay woman testified that McCarthy 
attempted to attack her at'her home 
but under cross examination her 
story was confused. 


Attorneys for the- defense "tried to 


show It would be impossible to burn 
a body in the short time that Mc- 
Carthy had between the time of the 
alleged murder on the night of Sept. 
13 and the next morning. They also 
tried to; show that the odor from 
such an act would be sure to spread 


to neighboring farms and attract at 
tentlon. 


The surprise of the trial was then 


sprung by Mr, Ryan and Mr. Krug- 
meier when they Introduced Dr. John 
Golden, of Chicago, as an expert wit- 
ness to tell about tho burning of a 
corpse on the same spot, where 11 
was .believed McCarthy's'body was 
burned.

The experiment .was made on the 


McCarthy farm on-the night of Jan. 
23, 1906, Dr. Golden with Mr. Ryan, 
Mr. Krugmeier, Dr. W. N. Nolan of 
Kaukauna, Captain F. 'Heinemann 
and-Peter Gloudemans .tenant of th'e 
farm, were witnesses. 


CORPSE IS BURNED 


Dr. Golden explained the body was 


burned between midnight and 4:30 
the following morning on a 
fire 


about the same size as that which 
the ashes revealed had previously 
been kindled there; The doctor testi- 
fied the body which had been-burned 
was of a man about; the same age 
an, dslze as the murdered man. 
He 


said'all-that was left at 4:30 were 
about the same small bits of bones 
which were found In the ashes after 
McCarthy's: disappearance. He also 
testified that no odor was perceptible 
at a distance of more than 20 feet. 


This testimony, combined:with the 


testimony of John W. Tyrrel, Mil- 
waukee handwriting 
expert, who 


said 'McCarthy's signature on the bill 
of sale held by Kabat for the farm, 
was a forgery, were believed to be 
the crowning blows against Kabat's 
defense. 


On June 14, after the attorneys for 


both sides had. spent more than a 
day In their pleas to the jury, the 
jurors retired. The defense based'its 
hopes' on. their claims that McCar- 
thy's body had never ; been 
found- 


while the" state had built up a strong 
chain ;of' circumstantial evidence; 


Only a little more than an hour 


was necessary for. the jury to agree 


on a verdict of guilty of murder In 
the first degree. Kabat accepted the 
verdict in a stoical manner. 


JUDGE SCORES KABAT 


Two days later Kabat was taken 


into court and Judge *Goodland sen- 
tenced him to life Imprisonment. In 
declaring sentence Judge •Qoodlanc 
scored Kabat In scathing terms for 
the murder. He said,'in:part-: 


"You deliberately .planned the' de- 


struction of this good man that you 
might gain the 
possession of :, his 


property. But you were not satisfied 
with murder, you cremated his body 
and then In trying in vain to find an 
excuse for. his disappearance, you 
slandered his memory by the manu- 
facture of that contemptible story 
which you knew was an infamous 
lie.

the court to sentence- a man to the 
penitentiary for life, and 'especially 
a young man as you are, but in sen- 
tencing you today, I have no regret 
as I believe you are receiving what 
you deserve.

Kabat was taken to; the'state peni- 
tentiary at Waupun.-to. start serving 
a sentence of life imprisonment.

cruel murder of McCarthy behind the 
bars. On Oct. 3, 1914, after months of 
crafty planning and work; he escap- 
ed from the prison. 


SAWS CELL BARS 


He sawed the bars in his; cell door 


in the North West Cell hall, -went 
through the door of the cell hall with 
a wooden, key manufactured by^him- 
self, crept from the cell' hall to the 
:ailor shop .-and then escaped over 
:he wall at the northwest corner. He 
was free about two and a half years 


and was finally captured Jan. 28, 
1917, at Still water, Minn., where he 
was found working in a tailor shop." 


Threats against lives of Mr. Ryan 


and Mr. Krugrmeler, ,whom 'Kabat 
credited with sending him to 
Jail, 


never were carried out and Mrl Ry 
an today still scoffs at rumors of 
Kabat's enmity. 
It was said that 


when Kabat was taken to.prison he 
had vowed he would escape and come 
back to Appleton to kill Mr. Krug

Another mystifying angle to the 


Kabat case is the fact that all of the 
official Kabat trial records long ago 
disappeared from the files at 'the 
county courthouse.

After their disappearance. Kabat 


started a series of applications and 
paroles an dhe .was balked Jn his ef- 
forts by the activities of Mr. Krug- 
meier and.

approved by two succeeding legislatures and duly published for three months, will be 
submitted to a vote of the electors in manner provided by law, to-wit: 
(Jt. Res. No. 40, S.) 


JOINT RESOLUTION 


No. 43,1929. 


To amend section 10 of article V of the 


constitution, relating to the approval of 
bills by the governor, and to submit this 
amendment to vote of the people at the 
general election in November, 1930. 
Whereas, At the biennial session of tHe 


legislature for the year 1927, an amend- 
ment to the constitution was proposed 
and agreed to by a majority of the mem- 
bers elected to each of the two houses, 
which proposed amendment is as follows; 


"/Article Vj Section 10. Every bill 


which shall have passed the legislature 
shall, before it becomes a law, be present- 
ed to the governor; if he approve, he shall 
sign it, but if not, he shall return it, witli 
his objections, to that house in which it 
shall have originated, who shall enter the 
objections at large upon the journal and 
proceed to reconsider it. Appropriation 
bills may be approved in whole or in part 
by the governor, and the part approved 
shall become law, and the part objected 
to shall be returned in the same manner 
as provided for other bills. If, after such] 
reconsideration, two thirds of the mem- 
bers present shall agree to pass the bill, 
or the part of the bill objected to, it shall 
be sent, together with the objections, to 
the other house, by which it shall likewise 


be reconsidered, an'd if approved by two- 
thirds of the members present it shall be- 
come a law. But in all such cases the votes 
of both houses shall be determined by 
yeas and nays, and the names of the mem- 
bers voting for or against the bill or the 
part of the bill objected to, shall be enter- 
ed on the journal of each house respective- 
ly. If any bill shall not be returned by the 
governor within six days (Sundays ex- 
cepted) after it shall have been presented 
to him, the same shall be a law unless the 
legislature shall, by their adjournment, 
prevent its return, in which case it shall 
not be a law." 


Resolved by the Senate, the Assembly 


concurring, That the foregoing amend- 
ment to the constitution of the state of 
Wisconsin be and the same is hereby 
agreed to by this legislature; and be at 
further 


Resolved, That the foregoing proposed 


amendment be submitted to vote of the 
people at the general election in Novem- 
ber 1930, and if the people will approve 
and ratify said amendment by a majority, 
of the electors voting thereon such amend- 
ment so ratified shall become a part of the 
constitution of this state. 


Note.—If this amendment is ratified tEe 


Governor will be authorized to approve 
appropriation bills in part and to veto 
them in part.
